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IMPORTANT BATTLES IN WHICH ALEXANDER'S 
CONFEDERATES PiRTICIPATED 
(Information in this section was largely taken from notes ‘of Robert 
5, Bcherd.) 

It would be impossible to give a complete history of the various 
engagements in which the regiments to which “lexander County men 
were asSignes took part. In many instances, the infornation Mas 
been taken from histories of regiments, written by members of the 
regiments themselves and edited by the late Chief Justice of the 
North Carolina Supreme Court, “he Hon. Walter Chirk. ‘he writer for 
the 38th “egiment was Col. teorge W, flowers, a native of #lexander 
County. 

HiaNOVER COURT HOUSE 

the Settle of Hanover Court House was fought on Tuesday, May 27, 
1862, between the federal advence under General Fritz John Forter 
and Dranch'g Brigade, Latham's Battery and two other regiments, 

The “welfth North Carolina and a Yeorgia Xeginent. 

In tris engagement, the Seventh Nort} Caroline Hegiment was held 
in reserve and t no tine was actually engaged in the encounter. It 
wes nevertheless exposed to the eneny's fire without the opportunity 
to return it. With the 37th Regiment, however, it was - different 
story. ‘The brunt of the battle fell upon this and the 18th Regiment. 

The 37th fought against overwhelming odds, but drove the enemy back 
from his position and forced him to take shelter in the dense woods 
and under the protection of his batteries. It held its ground fron 
one o'clock in the afternocn until nightfall when General Branch in 
obedience to orders fell back to Ashland, the 7th Regiment consti- 
tuting his rear gucrd. 

In this battle there were four Robinette brothers from +lexander 
County: Willian P., Jocl B.,&Jchn C. were all killed, leaving but 
one alive after the battle. 

GAINES MILL 

The Pattle of Gaines' Mill was fought on the afternoon of June 27, 
1862. Here the 7th Regiment formed to the left of the main road and 
under the fe-rless leadership of Col Heuben F. Campbell, of Iredell 
County, pushed forward through 2 lake of water and up 2 long wooded 
Slope. Not being supported as he had expected and suffering fright- 
ful losses, Col Campbell ordered the reginent to fall back to a less 
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exposed position, « little lceter in the engagement, Col. Campbell again 
advenced the troops, this tire through 2 swamp and then over fellen 
tinbers up the deadly slope. When his colorbearer was seriously wounded. 
enother corporal caught up the flag and centinued to cdvance. when he 
too was so sericusly wounded th t he ecculd not go on, Col. Cerpbell 
hinself seized the flag and advanced sonc twenty paces in front of his 
men, He ordered then not to fire, but follow hin. When within a stone's 
ttrow of the dendly guns of the eneny, the heroic Carpbell w-s pierced by 
an eneny bullet and killed instantly. Lt. Duncan ©. Hnyvyood of Co. B 
pronpulyesei zed -the files and in an effort ito carry it etorward, she tco 
lost his life. Seeing the utter impossibility of capturing the battery, 
the Roginent beat a hasty retreat. 

BaTTLE OF OXHILL : 

The Battle of Ox Hjll was fought in the efternoon of Monday, Sept. Als 
1862, in a glinding rain storn. Here the 7th Reginent exhibited its 
usual valor from the opening to the close of the engagement. 

BATTLE OF FREDERICKSBURG 

This battle was fought on Sept. 12, 13, 1862, the Confederate lines 
having been broken, the 7th Reciment rendering valucble aid in helping 
to drive the enemy back and restoring the lines of our troops. 

The 37th Reginent wes also engaged in this battle,.and inflicted such 
devastating losses upon the eneny thet no further assault was nade upon 
the lines it held. 

BaTTLE OF CHiNCELLORSVILLE 

the battle of Cheancellorsville tock place between ‘Thursday, “pril.30, 
and Sund-y, May 3, 1862. Un Seturday evening, May 2, the 7th Heginent 
poured such a deadly volley into the ranks of the eneny that immedi-tely 
thereafter two hundred and fifty of the enemy gladly surrendered. the 
next norning the entire line moved forward, althcugh this reginent was 
swept by a withering fire of nusketry cond artillery, it unhesitatingly 
pushed forwerd and crove the eneny fron its front line trenches. Unfor- 
tunately, hcwcver, they werc not given the proper suport, and after 
a gallant fight against frish troops, they wer. criven back with con- 
Ziderabie loss.

henor for the courage and bravery which he disployed during: the engage- 
nent. 

Ng detniled account of whct pert the 37th Regiment took in this en- 
gagenent is availcble, cther then to say thet here as at Mechonicsville, 
frezier's Farn and Malvern Hill, the Reginent resp: nded promptly to 


every call for dangerous service and its loss of 138 nen in these varicus 


engegerents tells of its fidelity to duty. 
SECOND B:.TTLE OF M:NASSAS 

The Second B-ttle of M-nasscs was in reality a series of battles, lcst- 
ing three days, August 28, 29, cnd 30, 1862. In those acticns which 
took place on the 29th, the 7th Roeginent fought bravely and cfficiently. 
Not 2 single Yankee wes able to cross the railroad on its front, although 
several efforts were uzde to do so. Its loss was seven killed and sixty 
wounded. The next dey, although not actively engaged, it was exposed 
to a heavy artillery fire. Late that ofyernoon when the encery was 
finclly routed fron his position, and began to retreat, the 7th joined 


in the pursuit. 

To reach Manassas for this engcgenent, the 37th Regiment rmerched more 
than fifty niles in two dcys, itsfere along the way being green corn 
picked on the n rch, I+ reeched Menass-s Junction on the evening of 
the 27th, «nd went into action next morning. The Federal troops herc 
formed in thrce separete lines of battle ond when the battle began, 
they cape on like th. wave of the ocean. Severnl well directed volleys 
hurled them back, but quickly reforming their ranks, they cane on again 
and sgnin, until night put 2 stop to the terrible slaughter. This wss 
kept up on the 29th ond 30th, but the 37th Reginent manfclly held its 
position, cven thougt. at tires it h-d sesrcely encugh cnmunition to go 


oround. 

In this eng-gement, Lt. Wesley a, Spevenscn, of Co. G, 38th “eginent, 
wes killed. For distinguished gallantry displsyed curing the battle, 
Set. RK, M, Sharpe wns promoted tc 2nd Jn. Lt. He wes the son of azel

BuTTLE OF FRaZIER'S FRM 

The Battle of Frazier's Farm was begun -t 5:00 o'clock in the evening 
ef Sundcy, June 29, 1862, and 1 sted until nightfall of the 30th. In 


tris engngement, the 7th Reginent, under Co. Heywood, mée a gallant 
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charge across an open field that wes swept by both musket and artillery 


ond arove the enuny back for 2 considerhbble distance, although every foot 


of ground lost by the eneny was hotly contested. 
BaTTLE OF CEDAR RUN 

Here on fugust 9, 1862, the 37th Regiment arrived just in tine to 
check the cdvance of Fope's arny. Soon trercafter, the Federal Cavalry 
made one of the ucst brilliant and gellent cherges ever mde by crvelry 
against inf-ntry. The 37th “cginent together with the whole brigade, 
however, weserved its fire until the columm cane into point blionk range 
when it poured such e withering fire thet the Federal Cavalry in this 
sector was thrown back in confusicn worse confounded. 
BaTTLii OF SFOTTSYLVuNIA COURT HOUSE 

On Mey 12, 1864, when Ewell's line w-s breken ot esrly dawn, end the 
greater pcrt of Johnson's Divisicn h-d been captured, the 7th Roeginent 
rendered inveluable aid in checking the tide of Federsrl victory by con- 
stantly pouring into the encnies ranks - fire so deadly thst no troops 
however brave could withstand it. Lecter in the day, this Regiment was 
ene of those selected to lend the advance of Lane's Brigede in that 
brilliant flank novenent which resulted in the capture of nore than 
4OO prisoners and three stands of colors, 
BiTTLE OF GETTYSBURG 

The S-ttle of Gettysburg began July 1, and ended July 3, 1863. Con- 
cerning the part played by the 7th Xeginent in this engagement, it is 
Said that in the ch-ege agrinst Suninory Ridge, this reginent was on 
the right of the brigede end connected with Scale's left, and its cd- 
vonce over that storm-swept field wes but =: repetition of its gollantry, 
Omeother fields. Lt went as far as any other command, “nd it) ws) ancnge 
tie lest to leave the ficld. lts loss (wes 17 killed, S4 wounded, 41 
Hicsine we loci! ce wes left, upon tie ficlewertcr every menber) of the 
cclor guard head been either killed or weunded. Captains snercw tenhidl. 
of tredell County, who Ister lived in sicxender, of Co. G, was one of 
the many wounded. 

The historians say that there were thrce men who advenced farther 
within the Federal lines then any of the others. One of these was 
E. “lotcher °ntterficld of Co. H, 55th Reginent. Tris conclusion was 
reached by th. reason of the pesition théir bodies occu-ied after the 
battle was over. 


THE BATTLE OF MECIIANICSVILLE B 
The Battle of Mechsnicsville, the eee of the Seven Days! Bottle, 
rage 


was fought on June 26, B62. In this engagement, the 38th Negirent, alone 
and unsupported, charged down 2 hill, the 1:ng line of infantry playing 
upon it a deadly fire. On the soldiers chcrgecd in the face ef the 

fatal volleys, until the obstacles were rceadhed when the whole line 
stopped ond began returning the firc under every disadvantage. ‘the men 
were falling repidly and it wes soon seen/to take the works was inpos- 
sible. «A retreat was ordered, but the noise was so great thet nothing 
could be heard. finally the word was pessed along the line and the 
retreat was begun, the eneny still continuing the fire. It wes about 
sunset when the Reginent finally reached safety in the rear. 

In Co. G, Capt. Yeorge Ww, Fiowers ond Lt. «abner Herrington were severe- 
ly wounded, and out of 32 nen in the curpany, 27 werc cither killed or 
wounded. 

ENGiGEMENTS OF THE FIFTYSIXTH REGIMENT 

according to the history of this reginent, it sppears thet the nost 
in: ortant engagenents in wich it prrticipated were in and arcund Peters-—- 
burg, Va. During the ronth of May and June, 1864, an ceccount of which 
is too lcng to be included, the men from alexender Vounty who were 
assigned to this regiment respcndied readily and willingly to every call 
and acquitted thenselves well. 


ROMULUS Z. LINNEY "TER BULL OF THE BRUSHIES" 

One Vonfederate soldier in whon =lexender Vounty takes special price 
is not a native son, but one who c-me to Taylorsville for his education 
end who spent many years in and abot the county in cone of the nost 
fanous law practises in the history of the stete. Romulus 4, Linney, 

a lolorful figure fron his student days through his nilitery service, 
and a brilliant political career, summed up his prerticipation in the 
Confederate =rny in one fiery retcrt to Claude Kitchen, sole North 
Carolina Denocrat in the House of Represectatives at the time. Kitchin 
had nade a scathing denunciation in Congress against "Plack Republiccns" 
which Linney took as < personal affront. He replied: "I bear im ny 
body the gunshot wound of « Yankee nusket fired at the Battle of 
Chancellorsville, anc I clinbed the wells 2nd scsled the heights under 
the nilitary direction of th2t stalwart Christian soldier and commander, 
Stonewall Jackson. Not only thet, but in my ncmory es I listen, I 

seem to hvuar the roar of cannon, the flash of the flintlock, the shriek 
of dying cnd the piteous cries of the wundced es the last faint words 

of our beloved cconnusander floated cut on the breeze of a summer's night: 
iieviweer tii to prepare for nection. | and) thenvatter a moment's 
lapse of time, while the snirit softly end sweetly took its flight 
toward the heavenly throne of God, ‘let us pass over the river and rest 
under the shrce of the tree.* If to fight for the scuth, to bleed for 
the south and to dice for the south, constitutes a breecu of liberty 

and 2 stumbling block to freedon, then I am proud of the Republican 
Party in North Carolina. «and further, gentlemen, I «sk ny distinguished 
oppenent to go to the records in the archives of this republic anc there

Tears were now on nany faces, according to the reports, and many for- 
mer soldicrs of the Grand arny of the Republic gethered srounc hin to 
c*ngratulate him on his oratorical victory. But anong them wes one 
portly Denocrat, who seized the hand of Col. Linney and threw his arn 
about Linney's shoulders. It was Champ Vlork, the Speaker of the 
House. He said, " Xom, I congratulate you." It was the beginning of 


a lasting friendship. 


STONEMiN'S RiID 

less than a yonr ago, there passed fron the scene in Taylorsville 
one of the most famcus landmarks of the Civil War. It was, the century- 
old McIntosh home, where the Yankee General Stoneman made his head- 
quarters during his disastrous visit to Alexander County in “pril, 1865. 
It has given place to the imposing new post office building, but the 
town has not forgotten the dransctic episodes which took plxece within 
ips wallssand beforesits face. 

As the McIntosh fenily were prominent in religious as well as civic 
and social circles, their home, in the exact center of town and dir- 
ectly across the street fron the courthouse, was the natural center 
for entertainnentsofevisitors of ell kins. -Barly in the “ar, the 
community had wept with the lovely Mcintosh daughter who steed on 
the balcony of the house and tossed down her token to her lover as he 
rode by on his way to the arny. they were hardly prepsred, however, 
to witness Generel Stoneman standing on the sane balcony issuing orders 


to the Federsl troops in the street below. 

Mrs, Loure Thompson Gladden tells of the coming of Stoneman thus: 
"Mother and I were alone when the Yankees invaded the town. I was 
playing in the yard with’some children and saw the first two as they 
rode repidly over the hill by the jail and down to the South side of 
the court yord and informelly tock possession of the town. I ren in 
and siid, "Mother, two men dressed in blue with bright buttons galloped 
over the jail hill." Just then, Jemie Miller, a neighbor girl, ran 
in and said, "The Yankees are here." «ll was excitenent, the town 
was full of men. In-« short tine, they began pouring into the house 
and ordered mothcr to prepare them scnething to eat. “She had a lorge 
basket of eggs, cnd whan they sried then, they told her to cock eggs. 
She asocmunad@tuc table rency, ond 4s “ost-as cone tables fullscot up 
another sat down. I don't r.umember weet she cooked besices eggs, but 


she scocked sallvday. 
Mn the afternoon, ¢ mon took the counterpane off the bed end spread 
it on the floor snd opened the lower burenu drawer and began piling 
out our clothcs, pillowesses, sheets and cverything we hee. when he 
opened the tcp drawer, f-ther's Masonic cprin wes lying on tcp. when 
he saw it, he turned cand ordered the men out of that room and closed 
the door, le-ving the clothes piled out on tre iloor. One of them spoke 
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to me and’said, 'hert’ is your daddy?’ “'Working for Jeff Davis,' I 
said. « He then eskéd ne} "aren’} tyou afraid of oa Yankee?" (1 *said, 
‘Noyvusandis 

ta gentlemen sot up fron the table and went out, in a little while

guard your house.' He sat down with his gun and after that the crowd | 
pradually withdrew. He stayed until 5:00 o'clock, ate his supper, | 
and told nother not to be -frnid.

Mrs. Thompson's account wes written 2 good many years ago, but the 
roon where the apron was found is nuch the some as it was thet day. 


The sane chest of drawers stands agrinst the wall, and the event is as 
vivid in the menories of the family who occupy the house today as if 
they hed all witnessed it personally. 

Dr. «,%, McIntosh, fornerly Dean of t}¢ Low School at the University 
of North C-rolina, tells of the seme event: "In “pril 1865, General 
Stonenen's troops came through Taylorsville, end the Gencral cstablished 


ris herdqucrters at the McIntosh hone. Une incident connected with the 


~pproach of these troops my be of interest. ‘the cdv-nce guards cae 
into town riding hurriedly, calling upon cvery mn to surrender. Janes 
Tnylor McIntosh, then abcut 18, wns just prepering t lecve for front 

to join the B-yenr-olds, -nd he he»pencd to be in a house up necr the 
old jail when the trcovs cane in. He hod on 2 Confedcrate ‘roundabcut' 
and the soldiers picked hin up us 2 prisoner. ‘Since they had selected 
the McIntcsh hcne s the headquerters, they c rricd hin Jown to the 

old store house, and while they 'wer. here and there, he was gone.' He 
Slipived out through the back oor, tock off the Confederate gray, put on 


another co t, cane out agrin -né@ wes not troubled further. 


"Tris raid was in «april, just cebout the tire of th. surrender, end it 
was reported that the news cane to General Stoneman while there, that 
Genernl Lee had surrendered. This is probably correct. ‘te writer's 
earliest recollection of onything nilitary was stonding cn the old 


stcre porch that bright Sundxy morning, listening to the band pley in 
the street, and watching the long line of horsemen go by. Jhile there 
was nuch waste and destruction of property by teking horses, grain ond 
provisions, there was very little burning. Soneone threw a lighted 
natch into some loose cotton in -n old hcuse where the E.C, Sloan 
dwelling now stands just as the troops were leaving. Jt socn burst into 


Tiames and 2 stiff breeze carried the cotton in every direction. The 
snell beys es well as the men were kept busy for awhile in putting out 
the blezing cotton. General Stoneman and his strff occupied the old 
home for > day and night. JI h-ve 2 distinct r collection of the nen 
as they cane to the table for nveals, anc now whnt they hne to ext wes 
Sonewhot different fron whet we children cculd get at thattine. -l 
renenber the stcady and solemn tread of the sentry, «s he paced before 
thesiceer sndseuncer thos iorpe flop. whichswes on wa elexct thes iront 
gate. Sone Confedernte priscners were breught and pleced uncer guard 
in the courthcuse squere, cnd the citizens wer. notified that they could 
provide water and tlings to eat for then. Tris was a glad and willing

THE C..PTURE OF FORT HiMBY 


Note: This episode has to do with a fort which was taken by local 
residents from renegade soldiers after the Wor was over. The account 
was written by a forner Confedernte Chaplain, Wn. R. Gwaltney, and 
stencils for the nain body of the the narrative are being used fron 

the manuscript of Prologue: « Aistory of slexander County conpiled 

by Fen Lile Pittard and »ublished in 1958. Therefore, the page nunbers 
at the top, which refer to thc forner book may be confusing. They cre 
to be ignored, and only the nunbers at the lowcr nargin of each page 


to be noted as relating to this volure. 


In Merch of 1865, Generel Stonenan left East Tennessee, uoving fron 
taylorsville, Tennessee, through Watauga County to Deep Gap in the 
Blue Ridge Mauntains. On the twenty-sixth of March he entered Boone, 
North Corolina, snd then the following day the column was divided, one 
division under Genreal Stoneman geing townzrd Wilkesboro, while tle 
other under G.neral Gilliam crossed the Blue Ridge at Blowing Rock 
and noved on to ¥atterson in Caldwell County. Thence, this divisicn 


re-joined Stonenan's division at wilkesboro and together they moved 


on to Mt, «iry in Surry County.

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During Gemral Stoneman's march through this section of the state, his 
men committed many depredations and after leaving Wilkesboro, a number of 
the most lawless deserted and joind other worthless characters in this sec-~- 
tion led by two desperadoes, Wade and Simmons. They socn compietely ter- 
rorized the people of Wilkes and portions of the adjoining counties by their 
raids. They would ride into e man's yard, dismount, and several of them 
would enter the house and pointing loaded pistols at those inside would say: 
"If you open your mouth we will drop ycu in your tracks." While this was 
going on, others of the gang would be going through every drawer and trunk 
to be found, taking with them everything that suitéd them, together with 
every good horse on the place. 


Tt, mist be remembered thet at this timgevery man fit for military 
service was in the army and the country was, therefore, almost completely 
at the mercy of these desperadoes, After Lee's surrender and the Confederate 
soldfiars' return home had begun, this state of affairs continued, but now 
the marauders divided themselves into two bands, one being led by Simmons 
with headguaxters in the Brushy Mountains, the other by Wade with head- 
quartere on the Yadkin River in Wilkes County. Several times the two bands 
operated together; but as the writer had to do with Wade's band, this article 
will te devoted to his fiendish work. 


Wade claimed the rank of major in Stoneman's army and said he was from 
Michigan. The house where he had his headquarters wes on the road between 
Wilkesboro and nearly a mile from Holman's Ford where the valley road crossed 
the Yadkin River. It was Situated upon a hill and commanded a fine view of 
the Yadkin Valiey and of the valley road for a distance of a mile above and 
below the ford. To its front on the south was the Yadkin River, ard on the 
west, Lewis! Fork, a stream smaller than the Yadkin into which it emptied. 

On the north and east lay a wide belt of thick woods. From this position the 
Yadkin Valley and the surrounding country for at least a half mile in every 
direction could te swept and controlled ty Wade*s:guss, and it would therefore 
have been difficult to choose a stronger location, either offensively or de- 
fensively, than this. There is a tradition that Daniel Boone himself forti— - > 
fied himself against the Indians at this very place. The house had been 

tuilt cf logs and was two stories high. In the upper story, the robbers 

had cut port-holes for their gums which were army guns of the very best type.. 
This house hed formerly belonged to some disreputable woman by the name of 
Hamby, and after Wade took it over and fortified it, it was known as Fr. Hamby.. 


It is not known just how meny men belonged to Wede's band. A list of 
18 names was found when the fort was taken, but more than that number was 
known to have co-operated with them. They showed a spirit of revenge and a 
desire for plunder in all of their reids. Indeed, they seemed to think 
they must treat with the utmost cruelty all those who were not in sympathy 
with them. All the people of Wilkes, therefore, lived in constant dread of 
them, and consequently were frightened at the mere barking of a dog or the 
rattle of the leaves. Life was worse than death. Not only were the people 
of Wilkes frightened and sutdued by them, but those of the adjoining sections 
of Alexander and Caldwell Ccunties where they had several raids, as well. 
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On the sevehth of May, 1865, the robbers made a raid into Caldwell 
County. The following Sunday night, Major Harvey Bingham, with a few 
men, made a well planned move uron the fort. It seems that Wade and his 
men were not aware of the approach of Bingham and his men until they had 
entered the house. Wade and his men announced their helpless 3 ition 
and begged for their lives. No gung being in sight, Bingham gave/and his 
men time to dress; but at a moment when the captors were off their guard, 
they rushed to their guns which had teen concealed about their beds and 
opened fire on them. The result was that Clark, a son of General Clark of 
Caldwell County, was killed, together with another man named Henly of the 
same county. The others, however, escaped, leaving the bodies of Clark 
and Henly behind. 


The following Saturday night, the robbers crossed over into Alexander 
County, with the intention of killing or capturing W.U. Green, son of Rev. 
J.R. Green, wno had teen a lieutenant in the Confederate Army, Mr. Green, 
however, had been apprised of their intentions and was on the lookout for 
them, The robters surrounded the house and Wade, wearing a Confederate gray 
suit, which he always wore when he wanted to enter a house without forcing 
his way into it, approached the house and, claiming to be an officer in the 
Confederate Army on tis way home, asked for a night's lodging. The moon was 
shining brightly and lr. Green, recognizing Wade, meplied: "I know who you 
are, and if ou come into this house, it will be over my dead body." Mr. 
Green had his position at the front door with e pistol in one hand and a 
dirk in the other. His son was at one of the front windows and his daughter, 
armed with a mife naving a long blade, at another, They had also armed five 
of the servants and placed them in the rear of the house; but when three of 
the robbers were acout to enter a window in this part of the house, Lt. Green 
fushed back, ‘mocked out a pane of glass, and fired at them. Having wounded 
one of the robbers, he had convinced the robbers, who fled leaving two or 
three hats and ino of their horses behind, The next day, Col. Washington 
Sherpe gathered together about twenty soldiers and pursued them; but James 
Linney, a brotner of Hon. R.Z. Linney, and Jones Brown were killed, and the 
others, some of them springing from their horses and running on foot, es- 
caped. The managed to get together at Moravian Falls and returned home 
greatly dejected. The loss of Linney and Brown cast a dark shadow over the 
whole community, The burning question now was: "What is going to be done?" 
Some thought there wes little or no hope of anything's being done, while 
others who had aiready tried and failed were really afraid to try again, 


After returning from the army, I took a small school in Alexander 
County and boarded at the home of Ellis Hayes, Esq. The company that was 
driven from the fort the Sunday before was made up of men from this com— 
munity. 


Col. Sharpe called together a number of old soldiers and after a con- 
sultation, it was decided that another effort should te made to dislodge the 
robbers. I left my school in charge of one of the pupils and joined in the 
company. We started on Tuesday afternoon following the Sunday on which our 
Alexander County men had been repulsed, The company numbered about twenty. 
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Having crossed the Brushy Mountains at Cove Gap, we were nearing Holman's 
Ford, when we met a man who told us that Wade and his men were waiting for 

us and that he hedsaid he could whip a thousand of us. Ve stopped and 

held a consultation and decided to send one of cur men into Iredell County 

to ask Col. Robert V. Cowan who had commanded the Thirty-third Regiment of 
North Carolina Troops in the late war, to get together all the men thet he 
could and to come to Holman's Ford with all possible speed. It was also 
decided to send another of our men to the headquarters of some Federal 
Troops encamped near Lexington, N.C., to inform them of the condition of . « 
things in Wilkes and *#o ask them to relieve the situaticn as quickly as 
possitle. Leaving Moravian Falls about midnight, we moved cautiously up 

the road together towerd Holman's Ford. The night was dark and all felt that 
the merch wes fraught with danger, As we neared the ford, a voice rang out 
sharp and clear: "Halt! Who comes there?" Col. Sharpe replied: "Men from 
Alexander, Who are you?" The reply came: "Oxford's men from Caldwell, Ad- 
vance!" This was good news to us and when we reached them we found them all 
sleeping in the wocds near the road with the exception of two or three who were 
walking the sentinel's beat. We were soon sleeping beside those men in their 
beds of leaves. 


At break of day, the next morning the two companies, which now numtered 
about forty, arose from their teds of leaves and started on their way, Ve 
left the road leading to the ford and turned up the river to the left and 
erossed it at a smeil ford on the farm of a Mr. Tolbert. We then ascended 
the hill and on to the valley road where we dismounted, fed our horses and 
ate our breakfast from our haversacks in the yard of Mr. Tolbert!s home, 
Inside, a woman lay dying. As she and her husband were approaching the ford 
the day before, in a wagon, she was shot by one of the robbers from the fort 
more than a quaryer of a mile away. While here, Mr. Tolbert said to us, "You 
can easily judge what my fears of these robbers are and what my feelings 
toward them are; but I dare not say a word. My advice to you is that you go 
back home for you will not te able totake them with the samll force which 
you heave. They are on the lockcut for you and heve no doubt sent out for 
recruits. Should they capture you, they will surely rut you to death. No 
doubt they are right now lying in those thickets and no sconer than you cross 
the top of yonder hill, you will be fired upon." We held a council of war 
and while a few of our travest men were in favor of gotng back and waiting 
until we could rally a stronger force, it was decided by a lerge majority 
that we would go on. 


After passing the top of the hill and coming to a narrow path leading 
through a long stretch of old field pines, the Col. said to me, "You take 
these five men with you and follow this path until you come to the hill 
which is on the west of the fort. Feel your way carefully through the 
thicket and when you come to the hill search it to see if any one is on it. 

I will take the rest of the men and station them on the north and east of the 
fort. As soon es the men are stationed a gun will be fired so that you may 
know we are in pssition." I tcok the five men and we went single file, ex-— 
pecting every moment tc be shot down. We didn't draw a free breath till we 
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had reached the hill and found no one on it. We had been in many places 

of danger during the war, tut never hed our courage been tried as it was 

in our march through that thicket. We had teen on the hill only a few 

minutes when one of the robbers was seen leaving the fort and going into 

the field below where several fine horses were grazing. While he was tridling 
one of them, the writnr ran down the hill toward the creek (Lewis! Fork) to 

a pine tree where he tried to get a shot at the robber, the there were so 

many trees in the way he led the horse away before I could get a shot at 
him, Soon thereafter, I heard the gun of one of my men snap. I looked 
and saw that he was pointing toward the creek below me. I knew that he 

was trying to shoot one of Wade's men whe was between me and the creek 
although I could not see the man. After snapping his gun several times, 

he took one of the other men's gun, raised it to his face and fired. It 
seemed to me thet I had never heard a gun roar so loud. He had shot 4t one 
of the robbers sitting on the bank of the creek, presumably watching for us. 
He missed, and the robber ju,ped into the creek and ran toward the Yaékin. 
The warning that he got saved his life for he did not return to the fort. 


A few moments after the shot had teen fired at the robber, they were 
all in position. Then such e yell was raised in the fort as we had never 
heard before. It was more like the howling of devils, cursing us withthe 
most feerful oaths, They dared us to come on. Our men kept up the firing 
con the house all day and they returned the fire at us, shooting with such 
accuracy that we had to keep at great distance and behind trees and logs. 
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Night came on and it was very dark and cloudy. Another coucil of war 
was held, and azain some of our numter were in favor of returning home and 
trying to rally a stronger force. Others said that if we did not dislodge 
them now they would never return for another effort. A majority declared we g 
could whip all the recruits they might be able to thing in under cover of 
darkness, and we must stay until the fort was taken. It was finally decided 
to stay, and in the darkness we tagan to construct a new line of breast-— 
works near the fort and kept on shooting at the house for quite some time, 
The enemy fired no more after it tecame too dark for them to see us. We had 
in our company a man from Iredell by the name of Wallace Sharpe, called 
"Wall" Sharpe. His station was near the spring and between him and the fort 
stood an old kitchen built of small pine logs and covered with boards. As 
soon as Wall cculd see the sign of approaching day, he pulled off his shoes 
and very quietly made his way to the kitchen. Pushing some dry trash into 
a crack, he stfuck a match, set fire to the trash, and ran back to his sta- 
tion. Soon the whole kitchen was ablaze and you may be sure no fire was 
more eagerly watched. Very soon the sparks began to fall upon the roof of 
the old fort and it wes not long until little blazes began to spring up here 
and there on it. Our men raised a shout of joy. 


It was not long tefore the robbers raised a yell and when commanded to 
come out and surrender, they inquired what would become of them if they did. 
Wall Sharpe replied with an oath: "We will kill the last one of you§" Fin- 
ally, they did come out, Wade in front. He raised his hand and touched his 
hat as though he would surrender, then darted like an arrow down the steep 
hill toward the river. Several shots were fired at him, but it was too dark 
to see clearly, and not a shot hit him. He ran across the river and was gone.

He told someone afterwerd that some of our mer cama within 5 or 6 feet of 
him, As soon es the others came out they were seized by the soldiers and 
for a few moments, it seemed that they would be torn to pieces. They were 
in the hands of men whose mothers, wives, and sisters, they had abused and 
insulted, and the whole company was for a while an infuriated mob, For the 
first time some of us were impressed by the fect thet nothing is to be 
feared more than a body of men so enraged as to lose their heads, 


Stakes were soon driven in the ground and the robbers told that they 
must die. They begged to be imprisoned for life, tut were told that they 
must pay with their lives for the murder of Clark, Henly, Brown, and Linney. 
Passing with them through the yard to the place of execution, Col. Sharpe 
told them that they might have a little time to prepare for death. They 
began to pray, but their prayers were: "Men, svare us!" Wall Sharpe said 
with an aath, "Don't pray to us. Pray to God, for he alone can save you!" 
Some of the men still burning with rage began to ridicule and mock then. 
But Wall Sharpe said, "Men, we have given them time to repent and you shall 
not bother them." He then commanded thw men to te quiet and asked me to pray 
for them. I replied that I feared to approach the throne of Grace just then 
lest I might come intc His Presence without sincere desires. Rev. Isaac Ox— 
ford, Capt. of the Caldwell company, said, "Hold my gun and I will pray for 
them." I did so, and he thanked God that the men had teen captured and that 
none of our company were killed, while justice had been done. 


We then moved on to the place of execution and bound them io the stakes. 
Before the order to fire was given, however, I said to Col. Sharpe: "I feel 
a desire to pray for them now." Being given permission todo so, I tried 
to pray for their forgiveness and salvation with all the earnestness of my 
soul. In a moment the order to fire was given ¢ and they were in eternity. 
It may be interesting to know that a good friend of Linney's who was in 
the company asked to be detailed to shoot the man who shot Linney. His 
name was Fony Roseman. 


As goon as the robbers had teen captured several of the men proceeded 
to extinguish the fire on the roof of the fort. We now returned to see what 
was inside. Here we found property of nearly every description - fine dress- 
es, hats, barrels of unshelled corn - the latter we threw out the window 
from upstairs. All other osntents having been removed, the house was again 
set afire and burned te the greund. In a pasture nearby were found some 
206 fine horses which were later returned te their ewners. 


Wade was seen by scme one in the vicinity not long after. He said he 
just lay all day under the bank of the river and seme time during the night 
went to see just what had been done. A few days later he left and was never 
seen again. 


On our way back to Alexander, we met Col. Cowan of Iredell County with 
about 15 men coming to our assistance. We alse met seme citizens of Wilkes 
ceming with wagon-leads ef provisions fer us. The morning after our return 
and befere I had started tc my schoel, I sew 12 men ccming dewn the read frem 
the direction cf Fort Hamby on horseback. My first thought was that they were 
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sone of the recruits who were expected at Fort H-nby ani‘ thet they wer. 
after taking vengeance on us. «ag they approached the gate, I went 

into ny room which was on the, first floar. I lock.é nyself in,, and 
exnnincd “several .e and pistols th tl kept loaded. I wes deter- 
nined to sell ny own life as dearly as possible. They cisnounted, ccne 
to the door, csked Mr. H-ys if they cculd get brevkfast cond their 
horses coul’ be fed. while th-y were waiting for the food to be pre- 
poered, they sat on the porch to talk with Mr. Hays. I joined then 
thers, and they asked if I knew of 2 hand cf robbcrs necr Holman's Ford | 
in Wilkes County. They wented to know whether or not it was true that 
these robbers hee been executed. I answerec th t it definitely was, 
and the licuten nt in conncnd replied, *)T*an glia of at, for we 
were on our woy to capture then." They h-d come in response to the 
nessage we hxc sunt to Lexington.’ Tre licutenent hd 4) nen in his 
command, the renainder of wkhou haz gene to other places for breakf-st. 
They went into the nounteins end captured the notorious Sinmons, took 
hic to Lexington and put hin in the gucrihcuse. while plundering in 
the mountains, he hed supplied hinself with considereble gold end 
silver, 2 p-rt of which he used to bribe the sentinel, cand he got away. 


FiiMILY LORE 

Numerous bits of fomily lore fron Civil w-r days have trickled into 
the collection of materials for this work. Each one contains its frag- 
ment of the whole of the episode, and each is individuslly intriguing 
as well as revealing. "rom the quantities of such "tales" in hand, 
only a few couldsbe included in tlis collection. They are given 
herein with no logical sequence or grcuping - just one efter the other 
without ony effort to nake a trensition or connection. 


1. John Norman »dans, son of Jcnes ond Hiley adrns, enlisted in the 
Confedercte army august 10, 1862, <-nd fought almest three yerrs. it 
l=st he got so’ hungry that the sight of the well-fed Yankee troops was 
too much.

3. Edwin Chapman, a man of 36 yecrs, who hed 2 wife and six children, 
took the place of a.

5. David Herman, aged 27, enlisted in Co. G, 37th Reginent, He was 

the son of George and Barbare Hernan, end when he was killed at Chancel- 
lorsville in Mry, 1863, he left 2 young wife in her niddle teens. She 
had conceved, an? bore hin a daughter after his death. — 

One of his conrades renoved his gold watch fron his body on the 
battlefield and sent it to kis wife. Im turn, she gave it to her 
daughter, Ellen, who became the wife of Magness Watts. Their son, 

Dy. Ned Wotts carried it with hin when he went to Gelico, Tennessee, 
anil gave it to his son, Ned, Jy., 2 Methodist ninister, who asserts 
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thnt there isn't cnougk noney to buy it fron hin. 

6. Robert H, Te-gue enlisted June 8, 1862, as 4th Sgt. He wes pronoted 
to lst Lt., and hed under hir his brother, Sion. fion disobeyed orders, 
ané Robert ordered hin to the firing squved as pronptly as he would have 
issued the orcer for a rank stronger. Other officers prevailed and 
soved the young nan's life, but spparently he h-i not leerned his les- 
son, for he again disobeyed orders, anc this tine, Robert told hir he 
woulc hobble and gag hin. Sion said that if he dic, he would shoot hin 
when he got loose! Such was tre lyoclty to the southern ccuse. 

7, Magness Watts, son of oydrew Culberson wetts and Bettie McRee watts, 
was 17 yerrs old in 1864. He wes called to the arny, but beacause he 
friled to respond, he was arrested: anc plecec in prison at Selisbury, 
N.C, He hat on uncle, Willi-n Mckee, who wes a colonel fron Cherokee, 
who hearc of his arrest. His Uncle Willian had hin brought to his con- 
nand in the west erny. He ren-ined with his uncle until the surrender, 
They werc in Kentucky when the dor was over, ond Megness hed no way to 
get hone but to wolk. Rationalizing his notives, he stole « horse 

for thée*trip. That sumncr, his fenily usceé the horse to make their 
crop, but when the crops were 1-id by, Magness took the horse back 

to Kentucky. 

He rode up to the yard fron which he hea token the beast xnd called 
out. The lscy who ccne to the ccor readily ccknowlecged that she rec- 
ognized tie horsé, and at the request of the young, n.n, she sent for 
her husband.  Megness explsined his missicn, and was _hecrd gracinusly.. 
He then stated that he hac nc work, -nd wondered if this mon knew 
of anything*he night Tint to to. "Yes," repited bis host. dencedra 
hand." and there followed two yenrs of hoppy working together with 


thes nen fronewiem he hedystolen iosborse. 


8. John Wotts, son of Thenas Wetts en@ Mary Teague, was too old to 
pertictpete in the rny, hoving been born in 1816, but he heuled sup— 


pli¢s to the western arny in - covercd wagon. Ye wes captured and 
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taken to Leokout Mountsin, Tennessee, where he died of starvetion elong i 
wit) 2600 others. His neme is insrribed on the stone shaft at their 
grove. His wife's, neme was S4lly Barnes, onc they furnished three 

sens in the scuthern ccuse: Thoners C.; Janes W., who died in prison; 
and Sicn E,, who returned. 

9. Jchn Oxford, aged 21, Harve ¢xford, en? Henry Meadlock entered Co.E 
of the 58th Recginent togetter in Crldwell County. The 58th was as- 
Signed to the western arny onc sent to Tennessee. Ht the end of 

three months! treining they received ¥50. Henry died before very long, 
heaving contracted Typhoic. Herve continued through the W-r. Jchn 
Oxford w:s dischcrge for disability until 1863, when he re-enlisted. 
Hugh Oxford, Jahn tere, Burge éustin, David Myers, Washington White, 

hed all been buried in one trench on the beottlefield of Chancellors- 
ville, to the wailing strains of the Death March. They fell at day- 
break on Sundscy morning in the grand essault, Moy 3, 1863. 
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
